4 HAT this His Tory may gain 
the greater Credit and Counte- 
1 nance, and not incur the Imputa- 
tion of a vain and fabulous Diſcouiſe (of 
which Number this Age hath already been 
wa "268 > abuſed 
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abuſed with too many) I thought it thje 
beſt Courſe, both for the Reputation. of 
the Work, and the Encouragement of the ! 
Reader, to follow and obſerve, an exact 
Computation of Time; as alſo, all the Se- 
ries of ſuch Circumſtances, as are not only 
known, but very remarkable in our beſt 
and moſt approv'd Chronicle. 


Thus therefore it followeth: 


Ek. II. The Reign of Heyry the Second of that 
3 Name, King of England, the Son of Geof- 
Frey Plantagenet, Earl of Anjou, and Maud 
the Empreſs, Daughter of Henry the Firſt, 
and younger Son to William the Conqueror, 
began in the Month of October, in the Year 
after our Bleſſed Saviour's Incarnation 1155. 
and in the Ninteenth Year of Lewis the 
Eighth, King of France.

ſurpriz d William, King of Scots, in Battle, 
5 joining and annexing the Kingdom unto 
The great his own. He comprehended all the Land 
Empire of and Continent trom the South Ocean to 
Hen. II. the North Iſlands of the Orcades under 
3 due Principality and Government, now pa- | 
ciouſly extending his Empires more chax 
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Pindar of the Townof Wakefield, 2 
anpy of his Progenitors: For not any King 
of England before his Time held ſo many 
Countries and Provinces under their Do- 
mi nion and Government; for, beſides his 
own Kingdom and Crown, of which he 
was immediate and apparent Heir, and 
unto which he was lineally deſcended : 
e had under his Rule and Command, 
the entire Dukedoms of Normandy, Gaſ- 
coigne and Guyenne, Anjou and Chinon; be- 
ſides, he ſubjected unto him Auvergne; 
with divers other Lands and Territories. 
Moreover, by his Wife Eleanor (who had 
been before divorced from Lews the 
Eighth, King of France) he had in Dower 
the Montes Pyrenæi, the Pyrenean Moun- 
tains that divide France and Spain. He 
had by this Queen a fair and hopeful Iſſue, 
namely, Five Sons and Three Daughters. The 
His Sons were William, Henry, Richard, Princely 
Godfrey, and John, of which Fwo only . 11 
ſucceeded him in the Kingdom, v:iz. The 
Third Son Richard (after for his invincible 
Courage ſurnamed Cuer de Lion) and 
John the Vounger. The Eldeſt of his 
Daughters was calPd Maud, who was mar- 
ried unto the Duke of Saxony. The Se- 
cond, Eleanor, eſpouſed to the King of 
Spain. The Third, Jane, after Wite to 
William, King of Sicily. This King was 
- very proſperous in the Beginning of his 
KReign, but in the Latter-end very unfor: 
tunate; for, as Gerald the Chronicler re- 
ea 
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cordeth- of him, He reigned Twenty six 
' Years in all Worldly Proſperity, and to 
the Content of his Heart; but the next 
- Four Years with Difficulty and Trouble, 
and the Five Years after that with infinite 
Vexation and Sorrow: But the firſt Com- 
buſtions that grew in the Kingdom, were 
about the Twentieth Vear of his Reign; 
Tbe sons for his Sons being aided by the Scorch King 
Wara- and the Two eminent Earls of Cheſter and 
re wh the Lincoln; the Cauſe of taking up Arms a- 
ä gainſt their Father was, becauſe he had im- 
riſon'd his Queen Eleanor, their Mother, 
nd kept the fair Roſamond as a Concubine, 
quite abandoning the Bed and Company of 
his lawful Wite. 
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Thus far I have el of our r Engliſh 
Annals, the better to illuſtrate our ſuc- 
ceeding Hiſtory now in Hand. 


Ia theſe Civil and Domeſtick Tumults, 
whilſt the whole Land was in an Uproar, 
the Father againſt the Son, and the Son op- 
3 sd againſt the Father, the whole Land ſo 

nildred + in the following and abetting of 
theſe Two ſeveral Factions, was disjoin'd ; 
not only Peer againſt Peer, and County a- 
gainſt County; but, as in all ſuch unnatural 
and inteſtine Wars it happens, ſo in this 

it fell out that the Nephews oppos'd the 
Uncles, Brother the Brother, and the Son 
the Father 3 the one ſupportiog 1 the Lone 
0 
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of the Father, the other animating the Fa- 
Z &Fion of the rebellious Children, as their 
Fancies and Affections diverſly led them. 
Amongſt thoſe that aberted the Inſurreti- _ 
on of the Princes was one Geoffrey Green, Geoffrey 4 
a rich and wealthy Farmer of the Town eg | 
of Wakefield, who both with his Purſe George, 
and Perſon aſſiſted them in all their Pe- 
ſigns. Theſe Wars (as Rezzolph witneſſeth) 
laſted for the Space of Two whole Years, 
to the great Diſturbance of the Realm, at 
the End of which Seaſon the King had the 
better; for the Army of the Pi inces was 
diſpers'd, and the King purſuing his Victo- 
ry, beſieged the Two Earls of Cheſter and 
Lincoln, with other Great Men, in Au- 
wich Caſtle, and in a ſhort Space ſur- 
priz'd both it and them, Theſe being thus 
taken, and the Princes his Sons fled, the 
_ King having quieted and pacified all the 
Tumults within the Realm, had now Lei- 
ſure to make Enquiry after all ſuch of 
his Subjects, as, quite againſt their Oath 
and Allegiance, had taken up rebellious 
Arms againſt him. In the Liſt of thoſe - 
Names was found this Geoffrey Green, whoſe _ 
Life being pardon'd by the King's gracious Fr 
Clemency, yet, by a ſtrict Command from 
his Highneſs, directed to the Commiſſi- 
oners, all his Goods and Lands were ſeiz d 
on as forefalt and confiſcate to the Crown; 
the Grief whereof made ſuch a deep Im- 
preſſion on him, that he ſurvived got full

Two Months after, leaving behind him one 
only Son, about the Age of Nine Years, 


Heir only to his Father's Misfortunes; for : 
he had neither Houſe of his own to cover | 
him, nor Farm, nor Cattle, nor Goods by

I Iczaxp the Firſt, Son of Henry the 

Second, after his Father's Deceaſe, be- 
gan his Reign in the Month of Faly, in the 
Year of Grace; One Thouſand One Hun- 
dred Fourſcore and Nine, who having 
eſtabliſhed and ſettled Normandy, and or- 
dered his Affairs in England, after he had 
releaſed his Mother Eleanor from Priſon, 
whom the King his Father had kept long 
in Durance, by reaſon that ſne was the 
Death of his beſt beloved Roſamond; he 
likewiſe conferred many Honours on his 
younger Brother John, as giving him the 
Provinces of Nottingham, Devonſhire and 
Cornwall, and creating him Earl of Lan- 
caſter, and moreover had marry'd him to 
the Earl of Glouceſter's ſole Daughter, by 
which that Earldom came ſhortly into

This Biſhop 
being on the one Side covetous, and by

many unjuſt Impoſitions oppreiling the 


Nation, and the King's Brother ambiti- 
ous on the other, as preſuming much up- 
on his Royal Birth, and his great Poſſeſ- 


ſions, ſome Perſons fomented great Facti- 


ons and Combinations againſt the Tys 


ranizing Prelate; ſo that all Things grew 


_-out of Frame and: Order, and great Di- 


ſtractions enſued; nay, a Third Ulcer, 


worſe than the former, broke into open 


Rebellion, namely, an Inſurrection was 
raiſed by the Earl of Kendal, with di- 
vers of his Adherents, as, the Lord Bon- 


teil, Sir Gilbert Ar meſtrong, and others. 


Theſe having gather'd an Army of ſome 


Twenty Thouſand Malecontents, made 
publick Proclamation, That they came 
into the Field for no other Cauſe, but to 
purchaſe their Country- mens Liberty, and 
to free them from the great and infuf- 
ferable Oppreſſion which they then liv'd 


under, by the Prince and Prelate.. This, 


drew to the Earl many Followers for 
the preſent, ſo that he ſeem'd to have 
got * a very potent Army. he | 
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the main Reaſon of this Rehellion was, 
that when the Earl was but. a Child, a 


Wizzard- had propheſy'd of him, That 
- - Richard, and he ſhould meet in London, 
Aud the King ſhould there; vail his Bonwat 

wito him: And this Prediction of the 


South-Sayer prov'd afterwards to be true, 


but not as he vainly had expounded. it. 
The Earl having led his Army into the 
North, ſtruck à great Terror - into all 


thoſe honeſt Subjects, that tender'd their 
Allegiance to their abſent King and Sove- 


reign, and wiſh'd well to the Good of 
the Commonwealth, and the Safety of the 


Kingdom; yet many were forced through 
Fear to upp! y. his Men with neceſlary 


Proviſions, leſt-otherwiſe they ſhould have 


made Spoil and Havock of all they had. 


Now, the Earl being for ſome, time de- 


ſtitute of maay Things that are uſeful 


and commodious for an Army, and en- 
camping ſome Five Miles from the Tann

Proviſion, of Corn and Cattle, with o- 
ther Neceſlaries (of which he was then 


in great Want, and withal, ſuch a Sum of

Money as he demanded for the Payment 
of ſo many Soldiers, to which this Man- 
nering was to perſwade them by all fair 
Means poſſible: But, if they ſhould de- 
ny his Requeſt, he was to threaten them 


with Fire and Sword, with all the Vio- 


lence that could be ſuggeſted to them. 
The News of this Commiſſion coming to 


their Knowledge, the Bailiff ſent abroad 


to the Neighbouring Juſtices, as, to Mr. 
Grymes, and athers; ſo that he and his 
Brethren appointed to give them a Meet- 
ing in the Town-Houſe, where many of 
the Commons were to be preſent, and, 
amongſt others, G eorge A Green purpoſed 
to be there, to hear what would become 
of the Bulineſs. The Summons being made, 
the Aſſembly met, and the Meſſenger ap-

pear'd, ſhow'd his Warrant, and, accord- the Com- 
ing to his.

The Bailiff and the Juſtices were loth, 
it being contrary to their Allegiance, to

Menaces, whilſt the Bench ſate quaking, 


the Court, and deſireth, by the Favour 
of the Bench, to have the Liberty, ac- 
cording to his plain and weak Under- 
ſtanding, to give the Meſſenger an An- 
ſwer, Which being granted him, he bold- 
ly ſtept up to him, and demanded his 
Name, who made him Anſwer, That his 
Name was Mannering.

| bove his Means; and moreover, That he
